Judge in Camorra Trial Has 
to Ask Caution. 


Political Activities of Order

VITERBO (Italy) July 12,—Capt. 
Fabroni, who, if not the star witness 
‘er the crown, has at least made the 
accused Camorrists more uncom fort- 
able than they have been made at 
any other riod of the trial, went 
deep into tHe political influence of 
the Camorra today, and mentioned 
names with a boldness that caused the 
judge to caution him to be moderate 
in his statements. 

Fabroni, in the guise of a clerk of 
the Minister of Justice, devoted years 
to learning the alleged connection be- 
tween the Camorra and the Neapoli- 
tan judiciary. 

Along this line he said in substance: 

“The Camorriet has no political 
ideals, He exploits the electors and 
the elected for gain. The leaders dis- 
tribute bands throughout the town 
and they have recourse to violence to 
obtain the vete of the electors for 
the candidates whom they have de- 
termined to support. Those who re- 
fuse to vote as instructed are beaten, 
slashed with knives or kidnaped. All 
this is done with assurance of im- 
munity, as they will have the protec- 
tion of successful politicians, who re- 
alize that they cannot be chosen to 
office without paying toll to the Ca- 


morra.’ 
MENTION NAMES. 

Fabroni said he had in mind for- 
mer Deputy Gargillo and Count Ra- 
vaschieri. 2 

“The latter,”” he continued, “in 1904 
hired the Camorra, which at that time 
surpassed all precedents in corruption, 
abuses and crimes.

“Trusty” Prisoner, Who Gave Him 
His Word of Honor Flies the Coop 
At About Suneect.

GIBRALTAR NOW. 


GERMANY MAKES OF IT AN UN- 
SINKABLE DREADNOUGHT. 


Commanding the Harbors of Bre- 
men and Hamburg Fortress on the 
Wonder Island Will Enable the 
Kaiser’s Fleet to Move Fast in Case 
of War. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BERLIN, July 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) In accordance with an order 
issued by the German military au- 
thorities, the entire Island of Heligo- 
land will be converted August 1 into 
an independent fortress, rivaling Gib- 
raitar in character and completeness 
of defenses. It will be manned by a 
separate force of troops and officers 
and will be constantly equipped with 
ammunition sufficient for all emer- 
gencies. 

The new order, which makes the 
island the most formidable of Ger- 
many’s coast defenses, fohows months 
of preparations carried on with the 
greatest secrecy. To make it practical- 
ly tmpregnable, it has been equipped 


with large-caliber guns having ranges | 


of twelve to fifteen miles. It has a 
number of bomb-proof casements, 
heavily-armored turrets, and observa- 
tion towers. 

In the opinion of German military 


experts, the conversion of the islet 


into what ig described as an anchored 


and unsinkable Dreadnought, ts one of 


the most important steps yet taken 
toward strengthening German sea 
power. The island commands the 
entrances to the great harbors of 
Hamburg and Bremen. With similar 


fortifications In course of construc-: 


tion on a chain of coast islands from 
Borkum to Wangeroog, it can offer 
powerful resistance to all attempts to 
attack the North Sea coast. The ef- 
fect, therefore, will be to increase 
enormously the fighti effectiveness 
of the mobile fleet, which no longer 
will be tied close to shore, but will 
have a wider range of action. 
Heligoland’s supplies of stores and 


ammunition will be sufficient to en- 


able it to withstand a long siege, even 
if connections with the mainiand are 
cut off. As Germany ts simultaneous- 
lv engaged in the work of deepening 


and widening the Kiel canal, it will 


soon be able to concentrate the fight- 
Ing resources on the North Sea al- 
most tmmedtately, should occasion 


arise.

HUNDREDS PERISH. 

Of the staff of 300 at the Dome, but 
few were saved, and at the West 
Dome but three out of eighty-four | 
employees are known to be alive. 
Along the highway between East 
Dome and South Porcupine, over com- 
paratively open section, were found 
six charred bodies. In ruins of South 
Porcupine were found the bodies of 
William Kohr, and hia clerk, Mack 
Smith, Capt. George Runbar and Tom 
Geddes. 

Early yesterday miners saw dense 
clouds of smoke to the southwest, 
where the fires were raging. They 


started in Lake View, near the Porcu- | 
pine townsite, but it passed almost un- 
noticed because of the recent fre- 


FIRST ALARM. 

It was not until noon that the 
dense smoke clouds began to roll over 
the Porcupine district. Then the min- 
ers became alarmed, and the camps 
took on unusual activity. Messengers 
were sent out and soon returned with 
warnings that the fire was traveling 
through the forests with rapid speed 
and was licking up many townships. 

Shortly after noon the fire had 
covered an area of twenty-five miles 
in length and two miles in width, and 
was sweeping over the Standard and 
Imperial mines at Delore, the Phila- 
deiphia, Bhaw, Eldorado and United 
mines in Southern Whittiey. 

When the seriousness of the situa- 
tion was apparent, the fire call was 
sounded With the Dome mine whistle. 
(Miners and women and children scur- 
ried about in the dense smoke, pack- 
ing valuables and light baggage. In 
half an hour the flames were raging 
on the spot. : 

FALL BEFORE FLAMES. 

They swept over the Foley O'Brien 
mine, then passed to the Preston East 
Dome and followed over the Dome, 
West Dome and North Dome. 

Hundreds fied before the flames, 
but dense clouds of smoke hung low 
and made progress difficult. Many 
fell exhausted before the fire as it 
swept over\the South Porcupine. The 
frame buildings burned fiercely. 

Twenty minutes after the flames 
struck the outskirts the town was In 
ruins. All who escaped made for the 
water where all sorts of water craft— 
launches, canoes, scOws and skiffs— 
were pressed into service. 

Women and children were first hur- 
ried into the small boats and started 
off for Potteville and Gelden City, 
where they were temporarily safe from 
the flames. Many miners lost their lives 
in efforts to save others. . 

DROWNED IN LAKE. 

Fifteen men were drowned at South 
Porcupine when they were driven into 
the lake by the dense clouds of emoke 
and wave of fire. 

Two men Were burned to death at 
BKidorade mine, and anothér met a 
similar fate at the United Porcupine 
mines. 

Three towns have been destroyed 
and hundreds of refugees are facing 
starvation. ‘ 

A train containing 600 women and 
Children wae fushed out of Co¢hrane 
thie morning for the south as the wall; 
of flames advanced toward the village. 
‘The town of 2500 inhabitants was 
a Mass of finmeés, and is entirely 
destroyed. South bP. reupine and Pitts- 
Ville are charred ruins. 

Golden City was surrounded by 
flames for hours, and still is in dan- 
ger, although only the suburbs have 
burned. Part of has beéeh 
wiped out, fire only being controlled 
by dynhamiting a dosen houses in the 
denter of the towh. 

SPECIAL TRAINS RUSHED. 

Two special traing have been sent 
to bring out the 4000 persons, Who are 
facing starvation or death by fire In 
the Tisdale district. Communication 
with stricken districts is exceedingly 
dificult. 

Labofers employed on the Ontario 
government's new railroad line ffom 
Golden City west, reached the city 
after a desperate fight with the flames, 
in whieh many were badly burned. 
They lost everything but the clothes 
they wore. 

The town of Kels®O was abandoned 
after a fight lasting since Sun- 

ay. 


PANIC PREVAILS. . ‘ 

Panic and chaos prevailed whén the 
flight by water from Seuth Poreupiiie 
began. Men fought with one another 
for piaces in the boats fot their fami- 
lies. Police Officer Murray, with Jaek 
Gardner, had to stafid off the panic- 
stricken foreigners, who rtished for 
each boat as it came ih, Men were 
hurled into the water, and many 
jutiped in as thé we oe of safety. 

Thitty ltanchesa and many ca- 
noes soon had the women landed safe- 
ly on the other Side of the lake. There 
Was one exception. Mra. William Gonr, 
with her babe tn her arms, refused to 
leave tntil shé had of her 
band. Gohr had gone back to save 
Valuables, and with hie clerk Was 
penhéd in the bulldifig. For more than 
two Hours Mre. Gohr stood in the lake 
calling for her husband, and refusitix 
to leave until Re Was found. Kven 
after all had desérted thé téwh and 
the fire had burned out, she rémained 
near by awaiting recovery of her hus- 
band's body. 

Little will ever be knewh of the ex- 
periences at soimé of the properties, 
as only the dead remain. At one camp 
there was no ‘shelter, and the men 
sought shelter on an outcropping rock.

It is alleged that 
Ransch even threatened the life of 
the child in his declarations that she 
should not inherit any of his mother's 
property. 

All parties admit that in January, 
1907, Ransch @ave his mother $10,000 
for the purpose of buying a hotel, 
just before he egailed for Paris, to 
take part in a race of international 
importance.

But emotionalism and sentimental 
ity, the favorite Weapons of the weak, while 
they can undoubtedly sway a jury uh 
schooled in’ the hard logic of the law, do 
not and must not have any influence in 
thwarting the impartial administration of 
juatice. 

A rather squalid tragedy has been dragged 
up from the purlieus of slam life in Sault 
‘Ste. Marie and invested with a spurious 
glamor not warranted by the facta of the 
case. An lItallan woman of the peasant 
class cleaves in two with an ax the skull 
of ber sleeping husband, after living with 
him for fourteen years and bearing him 
four children. Some of the time, however, 
she had been living with another man and 
this fact started trouble between husband 
and wife. The woman is sentenced to death 
on indisputable evidence of her guilt, but, 
on account of her sex and her children and 
approaching maternity, is recommended, to 
merey by the jury. 

Here the case might very well have reat. 
ed, There Was not one chance in a thow 
sand of the woman being banged; the sen 
tence, on the jury's finding, would ho doubt 
hate been commuited to life imprisonment, 
if she escaped the gallows for the sake of 
her womanhood, the imprisonment natural 
ly followa, to curtail her handiness with a 
bloody ax. The emotionalists and sensa- 
| tion-mongers, however, were not content 
“with so unthrilling a finale. They are at- 
tempting to make a second Jael or Char 
jotte Corday out of a commonplace and un 
romantic criminal. 
‘unborn child is more than doubtful; there 
fore the ingenious plea, that the husband 
was attempting to drive the woman into a 
iife of shame, is less than convincing. 

In attempting to Judge the standard of 
life and morality amgng the ignorant and 
primitive peasantry of Italy by the high 
standard prevailing in the average Amer 
jean hottie, the women of this country are 
misplacing their sympathies. This is proved 
by the fact that no resident of Boo, even 
though of Italian extraction, has shown any 
disposition to champion the cause of the 
murderess. The most passionate protests 
against her punishment come from those 


the crime. 

As a matter of fact their too sentimental 
protests are making the act of clemency 
harder instead of easier for the Governor- 
General of Canada. While Barl Grey would 
no doubt have decided on the recommenda- 
tion of the Judge and jury.to commute the 
death sentence on this uninteresting female 
prisoner, he might object strongly to the 
imputation of having been forced into such 
a course by the hysterical cries of lovers 
of the emotional, Let mercy be shown her 
for. her sex and her children, but let not the

“VENEZUELA'S DANGER. 
BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 
Grave danger threatens Venesuela 
American interests thereif from the at- 
tempted reassumption by ex-President Cas 
tro of the reins of power, Since his forcl 
ble expulsion a few years ago Venesuela 
bas been peaceful, resulting In much eco- 
nomic progress, and the country’s trade 
with the United States has been of steady 
and generous proportions. Note the Bw 
reau of Statistics figures of that trade since 
1908: 


Fiscal Export to Import from 
Years, Veresuela. Venezuela. 
1909 2,568,211 8,313,609 
1911 (eleven months) 3,474,700 6,851,069 


The figures for 1911 (eleven months) In 
dicate that by June 30 last past our exports 
to Venezuela reached a total approaching, If. 
not exceeding, $4,000,000, with the tmporte 
probably at $7,750,000, a total trade in 1911 
of $11,750,000, or very nearly $1,000,000 4 
month the year round. Right there the 
United States bas a quite large interest in 
ths peace and prosperity of Venezuela, to 
say nothing of the heavy American Invest 
ment interests in that country. 

In passing, it may be profitably noted 
that almost our entire imports from Vene 
guela are of needed raw materials and en 
In 1910 
the dutiable imports only amounted to $294, 
842, out of $6,701,362 total imports (chiefly 
coffee.) 

Area and Population. 

ut few of us have any real idea of the great 
size of Venexucla, ft covers an area of 
193,043 aquare miles, or some 40,000 square 
miles more area than ts embraced in the 
Territory of Alaska, and nearly four times 
as large aa California. Ite population is 
about the same as that of California, 2,500, 
000, 
Veneauela ia composed of thirteen Staten, 
one Federal district and four Federal Ter 
ritories. The names of the Btates are Ara 
gua, Bermudez, Bolivar, Carabobo, Faicon, 
Guarico, Lara, Merida, Miranda, 
Trujillo, Zamora and Zula. The capital of 
the country is Caracas, with a population of 

Topography and Climate. 

The coast sine of Venexuela, extending 
from onaat to weat, from the delta of the 
Orineco to the boundary of Colombia, is 
1584 miles in length. Venesuela comprises 
the plaina of the Orinoco baain, in continua. 
tion of the Amazon Valley around the moun- 
talne of Guiana, partly separated from the 
Caribbean Bea by the northeast range of 
the Andes, These plains are traversed by 
many rivers, the main river being the Ort 
noco, 

The mountain system of the Andes ex: 
tends north and east-into Venezuela from 

‘olombla. Between the north and eget in 
the low country of Lake Maracaibo baain. 
The country east of thia basin ia an exten 
sive mountain tract, some of the penkes 
reaching above the limit of perpetual snow. 
These mountaina form a double range, with 
fertile valleya between. There are other 
mountath ranges in the south and eaat, the 
highest peak, the Sierra Nevada de Merida, 
having a height of 15,400 feet. 

Lake Maracaibo, in the extreme horth 
west, has an area of 8392 square miles (an 
inland sea) and is connected by an outlet, 
eight milea wide, with a gulf of the same 
name; the waters of the gulf and lake to- 
gother forming an inland waterway that 
penetrates the country more than 300 miles, 

The climate ts tropi¢al and very hot in 
the valleya, the regions of the lower Mara. 
calbo basin being the hottest found on the 
western continent. Above an altitude of 
2000 feet the climate becomes temperate 
and at 7000 feet it is really cold. Much of 
the mountainous and plateau country has 
an elevation between these altitudes, Rain 
is abundant in the mountain regions. The 
mean temperature at La Guayra is &2 de- 
grees; at Caracas 77 degrees, but at Merida 
61 degrees, 

| 

With only 638 miles of railroad the chief 
channela of intercommunication are the 
rivers. There are regular steamboat lines 
up and down the Orinoco and a great deal 
of short-distance travel is accomplished by 
amall craft. There is steam and cable com. 
munication with Europe and the United 
States, Wagon roads and mule-patha con- 
nect all the interior towne with the capital. 

Government. . 

The government of Venesuela la a feder- 
ated republic, having a ‘President elected 
for six years, and a Congress of two houses. 
The government ts modeled after that of 
the United States, 

Religion and Education. 

The state religion i# Roman Catholic, but 
all other religions are freely tolerated. 
There are government universities at Cara 
cas, Valencia and Merida. There are alao, 
chiefly at Caracas, special colleges, semi- 
naries, military schools, normal schools, a 
national library, museum and observatery. 

Venezuela possesses great possibilities, 
given a continuance of law and order, Amer. 
ican friendship, and government without 
graft, neither of which would be possible 
under another Castro reign.

HIGH-PRICED. MACHINE PASSES 
MUSTER IN TRYOUT. 


The testing of the new Packard 
was completed recently when 
Henr? B. Joy, President Russell Huff, 
chief engineer, and E. F. Roberts, 


of the Packard factory drove up ‘40 
the plant after a trip of over 4000 
miles, which took them close to the 
borders of the Yellowstone Park, and 
which kept them five weeks on the 
road. They still wore the garb of 
plainsmen necessary for roughing it 
in the wilds of Wyoming. Exposure 
to sun, wind and rain had tanned 
their faces to a deep brown. The pro- 
cess of testing the Packard “Six” has 
occupied more than a year’s time and 


excess of 656,000 miles. 
From.Camp Washakie, an outpost of 
civilization in northern Wyoming,, the 
party motored up along the shore of 
the Wind River and followed the gov- 
ernment park road to within ten miles 
of Two-Goo-Tee-e Pass, which leads 
through the Wind River mountains 
into the Jackson's Lake country and 
to the southern entrance of Yellow- 
stone Park. 

They climbed mountains, forded 
streams and passed through treacher- 
ous alkali sinks. From a ridge of the 
Crooked Creek Valley they saw two 
hundred elk feeding on the hill sides 
witbin easy rifle range, a sight seldom 
seen from a motor car. 

The trip furnished all varieties of 
road conditions, 
excess of 20 per cent. The weather 
ranged from the broiling heat of the 
prairies, to freezing temperatures in

The, officials are perfectly satisfied 
with the new “Six.”
